A REVIEW OF DR. RLANC'R STORY OY THE 
CAVTIVES, THropornse PONCTILIOUS 
AS TO 118 DESCENT, INSISTS ON TIAV 
ma TH BARER, YIOe Wor QUIS 
ORANDMOTAT At Biss WaraTO RE 
MAD. 
From a review of Dr, Blanc's book 
The Times, we extract tho following :— 
Dr. Blano’s narrative deriyes it chief 
value from the further insight it affords 
into the character of the presentEmperor of 
Abyssinia, and the explanation which it 
suggests of tho arrest and subsequent treat- 
ment of the prisonera. After reading this 
itis possible to conceiven reason, which 
might be powerful with a man of Theodore's 
mould, for the ill. usage of apparently un- 
offending men, That Theodore has not 
been free from compunction of the subject 
is shown by his vacillating and uncertain 
conduct—one day humbling himself before 
his prisoners and loading them with fayours 
and another placing them in chains or 
threatening their very lives, Theodore is 
not entirely ignorant of the Power he has 
proyoking. Ho is not under the de- 
lusion that he posseases the only army in 
the world, He held long and intimate 
intercourse with our former Consul, Mr, 
Bell, and it ia said he was never tired of 
asking questions about the government and 
laws of England and other European. na- 
tions. We know, too, that he has been 
credited with a diligent study of the Eng- 
lish newspapers, At one time, at least, he 
was sincerely desirous of keeping on good 
terms with England. What motives, then 
prompted him to make Cameron and his 
fellow-countrymen or friends prisoners? 
Why has hie s0 obstinately refused to let 
them got 
One explanation, and probably a suffi- 
cient explanation, appears to be this: The 
Emperor is aman of yery violent prejudices 
and jealousies, and the captives or some 
of their number, were unfortunate enough at 
various times to offend them all. Theo- 
dore’a cause of anger against Captain 
Cameron bas been much contested, but 
there is one person whio still believes that 
the ‘English Consul intrigued with the 
enemies of Abyssinia, and that person is 
the King himself. But there are some 
personal matters, with reference to which 
the passionate monarch 1s even more sensi- 
tive than to make attacks upon his throne. 
In the Blue book lately published, Routes 
in Abyssinia, the weakest point in the 
King’s testy and suspicious nature is pointed 
out.. He is anxious, above all things, to 
be recognized as the true and lawful 
descendant of King Solomon on the father's 
side and of the Queen of Sheba on the 
mothers. His right to reckon King Solo- 
mon as an ancestor has not been disputed, 


in 


y8ln34 | play-grounds and in our yillage streets we | but some of his subjects have been auda- 


cious enough to assert that his mother was 
& common negro woman, in whose veins no 
blood of the Queen of Sheba’s could lave 
run. This slur, us all travellers who refer, 
to the subject agree, is sufficient to drive 
the King into a fit of rage which is not 
far removed from madness. No one knows 
how many men he has murdered because 
they have dared to doubt his pedigree. 
This mental craze might long ago have 
been perceiyed by the captives, and it 
would not have been hard for them to avoid 
running against it. From Dr. Blanc’s 
account, however, it would seem that 
they have not thought it worth while 
to study the King’s peculiarities— 
Some of them appear to have indulged 
in expressions towards him which 
were—all circumstances “considered— 
at least imprudent. Mr. Rosenthal, for 
instance, was accused by the King, before 
Blane, of aspersing the King’s lineage, and 
he did not deny using the offensive words. 
Mr. Rosenthal’s conjectures as to the King’s 
mother may be perfectly correct, but before 
offending a half savage potentate, it is as 
well to get out of his power. “ You don- 
key,” said the King one day to Mr. Rosen- 
thal, “ why did you call me the son of a 
poor woman? Why did you abuse me?” 
Mr. Rosenthal answered, “If I have offended 
your Majesty I beg your pardon.” Another 
of the captives had similarly provoked his 
wrath, One day, when Dr. Blanc was 
brought into the monarch’s presence, he 
perceived that Theodore was in a fierce 
rage. He broke pieces off the rock on 
which he was sitting with the butt end of 
his lance, and kept up a constant spitting 
between his words., ‘This time it was the 
missionary, Mr. Stern, who bad excited his 
displeasure. He asked me, “ Was it as a 
Christian, a Heathen, or @ Jew that you 
abused me? Tell me where you find in the 
Bible tbat a Christian ought to abuse %” 
According to M. Le Jean (whose articles 
on Abyssinia from the. /teoue dea) deux 
Mondes are reprinted in this little book), 
Mr. Stern once exasperated the King by 
his actions as well as bis words. ‘Two of 
his servants had been bustinadvec, “ Mr, 
Stern, compelled to be a dumb witness of 
this savage spectacle, inyoluntarily bit the 
firat fluger of his hand. ‘This gesture has 
a particular meaning among the Abyssini 
ans, denoting the menace of momentary 
impotent anger.” ‘The implied threat 80 
incensed the King’s followers that they 
demanded punishment on the missionary, 
although the King is said to have been 
willing to excuse him 

Dr. Blane, after all that bas happened, 
appears to be unconscious of the fuct that 
aslight cause may “arohes the ire Of an 
dfidecipled man, intoxicated with the 
abuse of power, and accustomed to slaugh- 
tor human beings by thousands, Europeans 
may not like such a man, nor be able to 
tolerate his ways, but they should not put 
themselves in the way of seeing him, If 
they go ton save ountry they must expect 
to see w good many things very shocking to 
properly trained minds, and they ought to 
be patient with faultsto which «monarchs 
like Theodore are particularly liable, The

| quence of some incautious expressions, — 
| They were doubtless sdrrounded with spies, 
| and their words, whateyer they were, came 
to the ears of the irascible King. His fears 
| seems to have been aroused by the despatch 
of letters to the coust, and by some other 
trivial circumstances which in his eyes were 
far from trivial. He suspected them all 
fome of conspiring with his enemica, some 
ot being in tases with his own people 
against him, some of abusing the eminent 
founder of his tamily on the femule side.— 
Toa sayage’s “ untutored mind” these, for 
aught we can tell, may be offences of the 
decpest dye. If we go into such countries 
We cannot expect to be allowed to take 
our European standard of right and 
wrong with us, Theodore may be as black 
as he is painted, but it cannot be quite 
overlooxed that after Mr. Bell’s death he 
distinctly gave us to understand that be 
wished to have nothing more to do with 
us or our consuls, 

Mr. Rassam would probably have been 
warned by the discouragement which the 
King gave him, in detaining “him a whole 
year at Massowah,and withdrawn from the 
countty, if he hid aot been éngaged in the 
effort to obtain the release of Cameron and 
his fellow captives. Thia mission—which 
consisted of himself, Lieutenant Prideaux, 
and Dr, Blanc—appears to have carefully 
avolded giving any fresh cause of offence to 
the irritable despot, Theodore at first treated 
them with the greatest consideration and 
courtesy, but eventually they, too. incurred 
his suspicions, and -when once the King had 
ill-treated tliem, he appears to have thought 
that he might os well, iu the words of the 
homely proverb, “be hung fora sheep as a 
lamb,” Mr, Rassam, after le was taken 
prisover, sent a message tothe Kiog, saying, 
“When today’s work is known, whatever 
the consequences may be, let him not throw 
the blame upon me,” Theodore returned an 
answer which is probably characteristic of 
the Abyssinian reasoning faculties: “If I 
treat you well or not, it is the same; my 
enemirs will always say that I have ill- 
treated you, so it does not matter,” In the 
eyening of the same day he was moved to 
visit his captives, in order to take a friendly 
drink of arrack or tej with them. He talked 
principally about the Pope of Rome, and in 
the course of the interview came to the con- 
clusion that he was mad, and confided his 
opinion to Mr. Rassam. The envoy politely 
dissented, but the King was positive—" Yes, 
yes; [am mad.” This was the last time the 
captives saw him. They were all sent on to 
Magdala, where chains were put upon their 
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outive, or tried after the commis- 
sion of an overt uct for treason or felony. 
These safeguards are quite sufficient for the 
maintenance of public order, but if they 
should prove insufficient, this country will 
shrink from no sacrifice that may be requir- 
ed to strengthen them. If the Queen's 
Government is unable to pat down Fenian- 
ism, itis unworthy to rule Ireland, and 
they greatly mistake our national character 
who suppose that we value oar existence 
as an United Kingdom leas highly than 
America yalued her federal Union, We 
liaye nothing to gain by retaining the 
nominal allegiance of a single Irishman 
who prefers a republic to a monarchy, but 
itis the paramount duty ot a government 
to protect its loyal subjects at any cost, 
against lawless fillibusters, whether native 
or foreign,

The Naturalization Question-- 
British Subjects vs. American 
Citizens. 


[From the London -Times.} 


We admit that very strong reasons may 
be alleged for the modification of existing 
laws, and if that would be quite impossible 
to push the principle of indeteasible allegi- 
ance to its extreme consequences, In 
ancient times the sovereign not only claimed, 
but exercised the right of forbidding 
subjects to leave the realm, and of recalling 
them at pleasure, 

The maxim nemo potest exuere patriam 
was Consistent with these prerogatives, 
and the persons who might be injuniously 
affected by it were too few to need special 
consideration. ‘The vast emigration of 
recent years has changed all the conditions 
upon which its application depended, and 
rendered its maintenance a8 burdensome 
to the sovereign as it is to the subjects. A 
single illustration will suffice to put this 
in a clear light. If persons born in the 
United Kingdom owe a life-loog allegiance 
to Her Majesty, it follows that they possess 
an equally durable right to her protection. 
Yet it cannot fora moment be supposed 
that our Government could or would 
attempt to Watch over the interests of 
Irishmen permanently domiciled in the 
United States, and perhaps engaged 10 
plotting ugainst their native country. i 
js well known that great discretion was 
necessary in dealing with the yumerous 
claims of natural bora Baglishmen resident 
in Awerica for exemption from Conscrip- 
tion duriog the civil war, and that our 
Minister jadiciously abstained trom inter— 
fering in behalf of those who bad previously 
manifested their intention of becoming 
American citiyéns, Passages may, indeed, 
bé. quoted. from’ treaties on interpational 
law to show that a sovereiga’s obligations 
are not/co-extensive with thoge of a subject, 
but such distinctions will not stand the 
test of justice, common sense or national 
policy... We cannot livid the American 
Fenians responsible, a9 subjects, for acts 
of conspiracy in America, and yet refuse 
them whateyer privileges may belong to 
that character,

that is to say, by putting’ and’ keepin 
every part of our institutions, both civ 
and military, in the highest possible state 
of efficiency and unity, so that we may be 
prepared for any national effort in any die 
rection thatthe eircumstances of Europe 
may call upon us tomake, More than 70 
yeurs ago Burke'contrasted the vigour af 
revolutionary France with the languid ad- 
ministration of England, and observed tliat 
our constitution “ provides greatly for our 
happiness—it furnishes few means for our 
defence,” He should have said that our 
institutions interfere little with our enjoy- 
ments, and did little eitber for our happi- 
ness, or for our defence, or for our instruc- 
tions, or fur the dcoelopment ofour powers, 
It ought to interfere much more with our 
enjoyments, and do a great deal more for 
each and all of the objects which we have 
mentioned, besides many others. We do 
not want more soldiers perhaps, nor more 
ships, nor more expenditure of public 
money, but more and wiser goverament, to 
hold our proper place 10 Europe, and to 
discharge our national obligations duly in 
other purts of the world, If the Reformed 
Parliament has the sense to see to this it 
will “provide greatly for our happiness.”

in improvement, in enterprise and wealth 
goes onat a rate which few outside its 
boundaries are aware. Its settlements are 
spreading, and its people, especially in 
Ontario, have a full average of comfort. 
Still, the growth 1s not what it should be, 
nor what it would be it the flow to the 
United States ceased. The tidal wave 
sweeps back a large percentage of the 
elements which constitute advancement, 
But what remedies are available ? What 
can be done by the Quebec hegislature to 
keep French Canadians at -home?—or by 
the Ontario Legislature to arrest a loss 
which it can ill afford? The promoter of 
the investigation in the former instance 
ints to diversity of employment by the 
ntroduction of manufactures, for which no 
country in the world is better adapted, 
But how can legislation develop the enter- 
ect which is now so sadly deficient. 
What can agts of Parliament do toward 
turning to account the magnificent water 
power which now remains neglected? The 
queries are more easily put than answered. 
The Ontario problem is not so difficult of 
solution. There, legislation may do much 
to remove hindrances, and to promote con- 
tentment, The land system needs reform. 
And a homestead law worthy of the name 
is wonted to assure tho toil-worn settler 
the profita of his labor, Both were pro- 
mised at the opening of the session; but so 
far we have looked in yain for evidence of 
their realization. What purports to be a 
homestead bill hfs indeed been introduced 
by the Government, but it is so ridiculously 
below the homestead laws of the Western 
States, that its enactment will amount to 
nothing. Its propbséd/operation is limited 
to m very emiall class, and its duration is 
also circumscribed. In its scope and in its 
details, it is the work of a hard, dry, 
mechanical lawyer, having no sympathy 
with the wants of the people, and no appre- 
ciation of wha has been elsewhere accom- 
plished. . 
One drawback there is which only the 
Government of the Dominion can hope to 
overcome, Tbe temptation from which 
Ontario and Quebec both suffer is furnished 
by the prairiesof the Western States. The 
forest, with ite prolonged toil, is prejudiced 
by the rich gardens which await the coming

The.CHAIRMAN said they were now ready 
to give the toast of the evening, and it was 
certainly with heartfelt gratification that he, 
as Warden of the County of Hastings, had 
the privilege of doing honor to # gentleman 
so eminently worthy of their respect and 
esteem, When they reviewed the past life

Ho made these remarks with the most kindly 
foelings towards all who came from all parts 
of the country todo him honor, He aid not 
interfere with the man who took a social 
ginss, but he would try and show him by 
precept and example that to abstain alto. 
gethor was the better plan, and if he could 
winthem over to his way of thinking, he 
would feel that he had secomplished some 
good. He felt thankful to the friends who 
had come through the storm from all parts 
of the country to do him honor, and this 
markof their friendship would ever be a 
source of pride to him, It had been remark- 
ed by ono speaker that he wished they hada 
dozen Billa Flints, He was afraid that if 
they had a dozen mon like himself in 
one place, it would be as dangerous 
asa powder magazine, (Laughter) Man is a 
queer piece of mechanism, and, without 
takhig the credit to himself, which had been 
accorded him, he could only say that he 
could no more help doing what he bad than 
a fish could toswim. Take him out of an 
active busy lite and he would die. ‘I'he fact 
was, is early training had beon such as tofit 
him for the life he now led. There were no 
drones about his father’s establishment, and 
a man after all was very much like a piece 
of machinery; set It going and if all the 
pieces are right it will go. So with a boy, 
train bim right when you can bend him, and 
So far as he was 
concerned he had an impelling power to urge 
him to activity, and so long as he lived he 
must lead an attive life. He had been called 
a fool and a madman, and had been told 
now thathe was old enough to take his ease, 
Thoee who took their ease contributed but 
little towards the prosperity of the country. 
We havea great country to develop and 
our object should be to put forth our most 
earnest efforts to develop, it. If you shoud 
want to go to Kingston how long would you 
be in getting there if you remained in your 
seat? If we will not use the propelling 
power within us, we never can succeed, He 
seldom found any difficulty in carrying out 
his plans, and in managing his extensive 
business, In the first place he always endeay- 
ored to find men who were willing to carry 
out his views, and haying such men there 
was no trouble in carrying on a business, no 
matter how extensive, He had generally 
found men in whom he could place the most 
unlimited confidence, and when he got good 
men he paid them good salaries, and every- 
thing went on smoothly, He had been told 
in regard to his enterprises hero that he 
(Flint) was throwing his money away in those 
rocks. He cared very little for such remarks, 
for he generally knew what he was, about. 
And when lie told them that last year not 
less than $25,000 worth of manufactured 
articles have gone from this village, and that 
the present year that sum would be swelled 
to $30,000, was it not saying something for 
the rocks and rills, these knolls and hills? 
But he believed they had got something 
besides hammers and acythes and iron. They 
had the stuff which buya all these articles, 
nod in quantities, too, a8 rich as in Madoc. 
He knew there were some in Madoc jealous 
of their prosperity and prospect, but he could 
say he was not jealous of Madoc, If they 
could beat us, well and good, bat they could 
rely upon it that we would give them a fair 
trial, In the Township of Elzevir, before 
two years passes by, he believed they would 
find as good a development of mineral wealth 
asin any other part of Canada. He could 
tell them that they had dag in the alluylal in 
more than twenty places, and found good 
shows of flour gold in each place as woll asin 
the rock, It will take capital to develop 
this wealth, and he was prepared to expend 
what he could. Posterity wonld enjoy the 
frults of his Iabora—he could not say his 
posterity, because, unfortunately, he had 
none, but the posterity of those sitting around 
him will benefit by the expenditure of labor 
and capitol, and he was guite content and 
willing they abould. Hv then referred to the 
question of politics and anid we had no 
politics excopt the prosperity of the County, 
They were all working for the general good 
und they were doing the best service to their 
country who opposed sowing afresh the seeds

As some misunderstanding exists a5 to 
the change made iu the law relative to the 
imposition of duties on Promissory Notes 
and Bills of Exchange, we yive the clauses 


as follows :— 


1. Upon and in respect of every Promissory 
Note, Draft or Bill of Exchange, for an 


amount not less than twenty-five dollars, 
made, drawn, or accepted in Canada, upon or 


after the first day of February, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, 


there shall be levied, collected and paid to 


Her Majesty, for the public uses of the

On each such Promissory Note, and on each 


five dollars ; 
amount thereof exceeds 
dollars but doves not exceed fifty dollars, 
--and a duty of three cents if the amount 
thereof exceeds fifty dollars but is less 
than one hundred dollars. 

On each such Promissory Note, and on 
each auch Draft or Bill of Exchange, for 
one liundred dollars or more, executed 
singly, a duty of three cents, forthe frat 
hundred dollars of the amount thereof, 
and a further duty of three cents for 
each additional hundred dollara or frac- 
tion of a hundred dollars of the amount 
thereof ; 

On each such Draft or Bill of Exchange in 
duplicate, a duty of two centa on each 
such part for the first hundred dollara of 
the amonnt thereof, and a further duty 
of two cents for each additional hundred 
dollars or fraction of a hundred dollars 
of the amount thereof ; 

On each euch Draft or Bill of Exchange 
executed in more than two parts, a duty 
of one cent On each part fdr the first 
hundred dollars of the amount thereof, 
and a further duty of one cent for each 
additional hundred dollara or fraction 
of o hundred dollars of the amount 
thereof ; 

And any interest made payable at the 
maturity of any Bill, Draft or Note, with 
the principal sum, shall be counted as 
part of the amount thereof, 

2. Every bill, draft, order or instrument,— 

For the"payment of any sum of money by 
a Dill or promissory note, whether such 
payment be required to bo made to the 
bearer or to order,— 

Every document usually termed a letter of 
crodit, or whereby any person is entitled 
to have credit with, or to receive from or 
draw upon any person for any sum of 
mon 

And every receipt for money, given by any 

bank or person, and enti the person 

paying such money, or th® bearer of such 
recolpt, to receive the like sum from any 
third person, — 

Shall be deemed a bill of exchange or draft 

chargeable with duty under this Act,

she was startled to find her mother stand- 
ing in the entrance with an axe, and 
remarking to her, “They are all dead,” or 
words to that effect, bat on looking into 
the house, the horrible sight of her younger 
sister and brothers lying around the room, 
xashed and bleeding, met ber cyes, and 
she fled in wild terror to one of the neigh. 
bors It is anid that the mother was 
making demonstrations to make her a 
Victim also, hut abe got out of her way in 
time to prevent it. Word of the horrible 
atfairsoon afterwards reached Pembroke, 
when Dr. MoKenziv, coroner, repaired to 
the place, and held an inquest at once, 
atter which the woman was conveyed to 
the jail in Pembroke, to await further 
proceedings on the part of the authoritics, 
Three of the children were dead when the 
coroner arrived ut the scene of the tragedy, 
another died while the inquest was being 
held. Four of them were buried on Sun- 
day last. 

Insanity, as will at ohce be inferred, was 
the cause of this awful and unnatural act, 
About ten years ago, while yet ia Germany, 
her husband tells of her killing a cow with 
ap axe, while ina similar frenzy. Up to 
Friday last, the derangement in her mind 
seoms to have slept, as there appears to bave 
been no danger apprebended By her friends, 
of violence on her part; on the contrary, 
those who knew her speak of the great 
amount of affection sho always manifested 
for her children, On the morning in 
question, the children, it is believed, from 
the circumstances gathered, had just got up 
out of bed, and were standing round the 
stove when the old demon of insanity re- 
turned with redoubled power, and urged 
the wretched woman to the committal of the 
most nanatural act the mind can conceive. 
‘The axe was seized, and rapidly the deadly 
blows descended on the heads of the poor 
children,cleaying their skulls and scattering 
their brains in a horrible manner. Awtul, 
indeed, must be the power of this unknown 
agency, which thus drove a mother, natur- 

ally tender, to the destruction of her 
nearest and dearest! It 13 strange that 
no screams or other noises were heard 
by the daughter outside, who was only 
a short distance from the house. The 
horrid work must have been accomplished 
almost in a moment, with all the vehemence 
and cunning ‘that imsanity engenders, 
preventing alike any unusual noise and es- 
cape on the part of the bewildered children. 

The spectacle on entering the scene of 
the butchery, when the inquest commenced, 
is described as sickening and pitiable in 
the extreme. Three of the children were 
already cold in death, and the other two 
barely alive, were lying were they had 
fallen, with the ghastly wounds in their 
heads, precluding the possibility of recoy- 


to lay bimsolf on the ground and say, 
One Can pass over my body,’ all his people 
almost beats Canute and the waves, *You 
will never cateh him,’ continued the chief, 
‘he may fight— it is not probable; but 
will be suro to escape, evon ifhe bas to 
sacrifice the prisoners and his whole army;

He was the most 
important witness examined before the 
Select Committee of the House of Commons 
in the beginning ot the year 18% After 
twenty-seven years’ experience as Governor, 
and during which period he himself states 


he enjoyed the most ample opportunities of 


formiog « corréct opinion of the country, 
he wrote # book entitled “ Overland 
Journey Round the World,” From long 
association with the Company, and having 
deyoted his life to the advancement of its 
Interests, his soul appears to haye been 
bound up in the Corporation, and any 
infringement of its supposed privileges, or 
any attempt to interfere with the estublish- 
ed condition of things in Rupert's Land, 
such a8 the increase of settlement there, to 
the detriment of the tur monopoly, was 
viewed by him with unqualified’ aversion 
and Instinctive opposition. Yet it is diffi- 
cult to understand how, even with this 
antecedent» prejudice, with his inability 
to sce anything except with the fur 
trader's cye, he could be led to make 
statements so contradictory to each other 
as those contained in his book, and those 
given 1m evidence before the Select Com- 
mittee. In hig'most interesting work, the 
result of twenty-seven years intimate ac- 
quauntance with the country, be speaks 
thusof the valley of the Kaministaquoi—a 
river which falls into Lake Superior at the 
eastern extremity of the Fertile Belt: 
“The river, during tle day’s march, passed 
through forests of elm, oak, fir, birch, &c., 
being studded with hills not less fertile and 
lovely than its banks, and many a spot 
reminded us of the rich and quiet scenery 
of England. The paths of the different 
portages were spangled with violets, roses 
and many other wild flowefs, while the 
currant, the gooseberry, the raspberry, the 
plum, the cherry and the vine wera 
abundant, All this bounty of nature was 
inspired as it were with life by the cheerful 
notes of a variety of birds,and by the 
restless flutter of butterflies of the brightest 
hues, Compared with the adamantine 
deserts ot Lake Superior, the Kaminasta- 
quoi presented a perfect paradise. One 
cannot pass through this fair valley without 
feeling that it is destined sooner or later to 
become the happy home of civilized men, 
with their bleating flocks and their lowing

The mines 
of Lake Superior, besides establishing a 
continuity of route between the east and 
west, will find their nearest and cheapest 
supply of agricultural produce in the valley 
of the Kaministaquoi.” As be proceeded 
westward he found the country equally 
promising. He says of the river which 
empties Rainy Lake (Lac la Pluie) into the 
Lake of the Woods, that it is decidedly 
the finest stream in the whole royte from 
Lake Superior to Red River settlement, 
“for it 1s not interrupted by a single 
impediment for nearly one hundred miles, 
while yet the current is not strong enough 
materially to retard an ascending traveller,” 
he continues thus; “Nor are the banks 
leps fayorable to agriculture than the waters 
themselves to navigation, resembling in 
some measure those of the Thames near 
Richmond. From the yery brink of the 
river there rises a gentle slope of green 
award, crowned in many places with a 
plentifyl growth of birch, poplar, beech, 
elm and oak. Is it too much for 
the eye of philanthropy to. discern, 
through the vista of faturity, thie noble 
stream, connecting as it does the fertile 
shores of the two spacious Inkes, with 
crowded steamboats on its bosom, and 
populous towns on ita borders?” The soil 
of Red River he- describes generally as— 
“A black mould of considerable depth, 
which, when first tilled, produces extraor 
dinary crops,as much on fome occasions 
forty returns of wheat, and eyen after 
twenty successive years of cultivation, 
without the relief of manure or of fallow 
or ot green crop it still ylelds from fifteen 
to twenty bushels to the acre. The wheat 
produced is plump sud heavy; there are 
also large quantities of grain of all Kinds, 
besides, beef, mutton, pork, pheege and wool 
in abuodangs.” Un big way slong tho 
zone of “mixed country” from the Red 
River settlement to the Rocky Mountains 
he déscribes how in the country along the 
Assiniboine river they brushed the laxuriant 
grass with their yery knees, and found the 
surface of the ground beautifully diversified 
with a variety of flowers puch as yuses, 
hyacioths und tiger lillies, the vegetation 
being so rank.that it‘eavoured rather of 
the torrid gvue, With ite perenisl spring, 
than of the northern wilds. He traversed

Albans, Vermont, Feb. 17, 1868, 
Sm.—Sinca my last nothing of importance 
has transpired In regard to the Fenian move 
ment. The proceedings of the meeting, beld 
on Wednesday night, and the prospects of an 
Invasion of Canada ate the topica of general 
conversation.

From 1800 to 1812 also, the winters were 
remarkably cold, particularly the latter, in 
Russia, which proyed so disastrous to the 
French army.

OF these the common school fund returned 
the handsome sum last year of $1,762,037, 
and had he felt inclined to do so he might 
have added that large sum to our revenue, 
Then ogain the grammar school fund 
returned last year the sum of $363,063 93 
to the credit of the Province,and the sum 
had not been included in the estimates.— 
The Upper Canada building fund was: 
peculiarly an Upper Canada affair, and 
certainly belonged to this Province; yet 
he bad decided not to add the receipts 
therefrom, which amounted last year to 
$159,038 96, and against which sum there 
was a debt of only $36,000. Taking these 
items into consideration, yiz + the common 
school fund, $1,762,087; grammar school, 
$863,968 93; Upper Canada Building 
Fund, $1,590,033 96, 8 total of $3,716,034 
89 was obtained. Therefore, deducting 
trom the total amount the sum of $36,000 
as the debt against the Upper Cannda Build- 
ing Fund, be had the sum of $3,679,236 
velunging to the Province, and which bad 
not been included in the estimates, (Hear,) 
Tt that sum were to be capitalized and 
interest drawn therefrom at the rate of six 
per cent they would have a yearly income 
from this source of $220,754 10. Other 
sources of reyenue not included might be 
mentioned, amongst which were the special 
Crown land funds, which amounted to a 
very handsome sum, Taking all these 
items into covsideration it would bo found 
that our total reyenue would amount to 
$2,104,141 90, (Hear, hear.) Having 
gone over the revenud,as brit fly as he could 


shelving, fuel, gas &c. The sum of $50,- 
000 was asked for the rebuildmg and far- 
nishing of the Government House, which 
work would be proceeded with during the 
coming summer, and $75,000 bad been sét 
down for completing the additions to the 
lunatic asylum at Toronto. The sum of 
$50,000 had been set down for colonization 
roads, but the government was not yet in # 
position to say where tle improvements 
would be made, as they would have to be 
guided in this work by the course of emi- 
gration. The sum of $66,450 set down for 
agriculture was somewhat larger than tlie 
sum granted in previous years, but this 
had been caused by the increased number 
of new electoral division societies that re- 
quired grants. The grant of $2,000 which 
had been previously placed to the credit of 
the Board of Arts in Toronto had been 
done away with, and the money had been 
applied to the encouragement of Mechanics" 
Institutes. It was the intention of the 
Minister of Agriculture to associate with 
him Professor Buckland, who would go 
through the country forming classes and 
delivering lectures on agricultural subjects, 
The sum of $4,000 bad been set down for 
printing the Ontario Gazette, though it was 
expected that it would not only pay ite 
own expenses, but would be a source of 
revenue. No changes had been made in 
grants previously given to hospitals and 
charities, and it was his desire to assist

continued for a generation, But the victors 
tempered not mercy with justice, they 
tightened the chains with which they lad 
bound their unhappy victims,and depriving 
them of the rights of citizens ruled with a 
rod of iron, The peace was a rope of sand, 
which is now rapidly crumbling to pieces, 
and it seems as if destruction was coming 
upon the Nation like a whirlwind.

Tt must be allowed that « compansot in 
the financial estimates of the two Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebeo is decidedly ta vonr~ 
able wtueinmer. We aro far from be 
lieving that the Governmeny of Quebec 
have been guilty ofany great oxtravagance, 
but, compared with the present economi- 
eal system of Government in our own 
Province, the cost of Government appears 
heavy. Thus we find the cost of the civil 
government in Ontario is $174,681, in 
Quebeo, $180,966; Legislation in On 
tario costa $101,552 ; in Quedeo, 
$158,902; the Administration of Justice in 
Ontario, $200,580, in Quebeo, $510,339 ; 
Education in Ontario, $301,500, in Quebso, 
$592,190; Agriculture in Ontario, $66,450, 
in Quebec, $80,058 ; and so on with the 
amaller items.

Perhaps our readers would like to hear 
something further of wooden railroads with 
“ maple rails.” We quote from the same 
journal : 

“The earliest form of railway consisted 
of wooden rails laid on cross-ties, When 
‘Well constructed there is no doubt of their 
utility and success. During the late war 
the Confederates were often obliged to 
make use of wooden rails, and over them 
they transported thousands of tons of army 
suppliesand soldiers. A much higher rate 
‘of speed may be obtained on wooden roads 
than is generally supposed. If properly 
built) a speed of fifteen or twenty miles an 
hour may be safely attained, which is as 
much, or more, than is realized on some 
iron roads rated as first-class. but too often, 
in reality, rotten and fe concerns, 
One of the requisites for the successful 
working of wooden railways is that the 
Tocomotive shal! be light, and also the loads 
esrried. Good broad-faced wheels are also 
@ssential. Such roads are considerably 
cheaper than plank roads in first construc~ 
tion, aod also in mafntenance. Wooden

Do Nor Forget tim Oxtons,—In this 
time of your, When colds and coughs 
abound, do not forget that onions aro often 
a bettorand surer cure than drugs. Asa 
correspondent of the Western Rural, says : 
“Hardly too much can be said in favor of 
onions as a remedy for coughs and colds ; 
especially for children, they are invaluable. 
They may be cooked, and eaten at meal 
time, or, whatis better, eaten raw with a 
little salt, or stirred up in vinegar, A 
syrup made of them has saved many a 
child from an attack of croup or lung fever, 
and where these diseases were fully settled, 
it has gone far toward a speedy cure, To 
prepare the syrup, slice an onion ina tin 
baat pour upon it half a teacupful of 
molasses, or, what is better, honoy ; adda 
bit of buttor as large as 4 small chestnut ; 
set the dish in the oven, and simmer slowly 
foran hour, Leayeone of the oven doors 
open, so it will not be too hot.” Onions 
are one of the most nutritions and whole- 
some of vegetables, and were it not for the 
shocking odor they leave upon the breath, 
we should advise everybody to cat them 
daily. Asit is, we can only recommend 
them in cases of necessity.
